BATAVIA, Dutch E ast Indies— 
Its s t r i k i n g power increasing 
daily, the Dutch navy guarding 
the N etherlands E ast Indies is 
ready to meet any threat to these 
raw m aterial arsenals of the Al­ 
lies and the United States. 
Al­ 
though the G erm ans now occupy 
Holland, our Queen and Govern­ 
ment carry on the battle from 
London, the E ast Indies are free, 
and the past year has been one of 
exhaustive preparation in the de­ 
fense sphere. 
In an am azingly short time, the 
Sourabaya naval base has become 
a 
formidable 
stronghold 
and 
naval p r o d u c t i o n center. The 
Indies are basically an agricul­ 
tural country and it was Impos­ 
sible to build shipyards for con­ 
struction 
of 
large 
men-of-war. 
Nevertheless, now roam ing the 
Archipelago w ith unflagging vig­ 
ilance are patrol boats, mosquito 
boats, subm arine-chasers, mine­ 


layers and minesweepers built In 
the East Indies. For flying boats, 
seaplanes and larger type ships 
we are dependent 
on 
foreign 
countries, principally the United 
States. 
Outbreak 
of 
the w ar Inter­ 
rupted plans to construct battle 
cruisers in the N etherlands ship­ 
yards, so our fleet copyists only 
of 
cruisers, 
destroy c ts , 
sub­ 
marines and sm aller ships and— 
Just as Im portant as any of the 
other units—the fleet air arm , 
which we started to build up sev­ 
eral years before the war. 
In 
the forefront everyw here 
in the world is the question of 
“ship vs. planes.” W ith the devel­ 
opment of air power has come 
the additioqal query, “Can m as­ 
tery of the seas be exercised from 
the air? ” I hold th at aerial, su r­ 
face and undersea units should 
all be used, and th at best re­ 
sults 
will 
be 
obtained 
only 
through 
close 
cooperation 
be­ 
tween all three services. Planes 
serve as the eyes of our fleet. But 
they can be m ore—its sharp, dan­ 
gerous 
claws, 
tearing 
at 
the 


enemy, destroying his transport 
ships and weapons and warding 
off the aggressor until help can 
arrive. Our fleet and air arm s are 
ready for action. 
W ithin a few hours after the 
code word “Berlin,” signifying 
outbreak of the war, was flashed 
from Batavia, all German ships 
that had taken refuge in our ports 
were seized before their crews 
could 
wreck 
them, and 
these 
ships now are employed In the 
Allied m erchant marine, which in­ 
cludes 3,000,000 tons of Dutch 
craft. 
From that day we intensified 
the 
patrol 
by 
ships and 
air­ 
craft, on the alert for Axis raid­ 
ers and merchantm en, and our 
training 
schools 
for 
European 
and native personnel for all de­ 
fense branches are in full swing. 
On May 14, 1940, when the 
Nazis overran Holland, the Neth- 
erlanders put out to sea. The tide 
was very low. But who knows bet­ 
ter than the people of our islands 
the profound truth of the time- 
hallowed saying: 
. 
“The tide will tu r n "
